Hudson Bay Pioneers 


Historical Designations Assigned To 
Places Along H. B. R. Route 

Memories of adventurers who sailed 
into the Hudson's Bay as-far back as 
1610, when Henry Hudson discovered 
this great body of water on the north- 
ern shore of Canada, are commemor- 
ated in the station names given to 
that section of the Hudson Bay Rail- 
road between Mileage 412 and 
Churchill. Churchill now stands as the 
| proper name of the terminus of this 
railway, {t was announced by Cana- 
dian National Railways officials. Ac- 
cording to the ruling of the Geo-| 
graphic Board of Canada this is the | 
official name, with the dropping of 
either prefixes “Port or Fort” by 
which it had been variously desig- 
| nated. 

Commencing at Mile 417 the names 
of stations, with the history and the 
origin of these names, are as follows: 
Mile 417, Kellett, after Capt. Kellett, 
C.B., of R.H.M. “Resolute” to Lan- 
caster Sound, Melville and Banks Is- 
lands, 1852-54. 

Mile 426, O'Day, after J. E. O'Day, | 
one of the engineers on construction 
| from Amery to Churchill. 

Mile 434, Back, after George Back, 
of the Royal Navy; one of the officers 
with Sir John Franklin's party to 
Hudson Bay country in 1819-22. 

Mile 442, McClintock, after Capt. F. 
McClintock, R.N., in Lady Franklin's 
yacht “Fox,” brought back precise in- 
formation of the fate of Sir John 
Franklin's ships “Erebus” and ‘Ter- 
ror,” 1857-59, 

Mile 451, Belcher, after Capt. Sir 
Edward Belcher, C.B., of H.M.S. 
“Assistance” to Wellington Channel, | 
1852-54, 

Mile 460, Cromarty, after Cromar- 
ty, a former Hudson Bay factor at 
Fort Severn; grandfather of W. G. 
Cromarty, Birch Hills, Sask. 

Mile 469, Chesnaye, after Aubert de 
la Chesnaye, a merchant and fur tra- 
der at Quebec in 1679, who started 
“The Company of the North.” He sent 
| Radisson to Hudson Bay with two) 
| vessels, “The St. Anne” and “St. 
Pierre,” in 1682. 

Mile 478, Munk, after Jens Munk, 
| who came to Churchill in 1619 in the 
| vessel ‘‘Lamprey.” 

Mile 485, Bylot, after Robert Bylot, 
one of the crew on Hudson's ship 
“Discovery,” in 1610. 

Mile 493, Digges, after an English 
merchant, who, along with others fin- 
anced Henry Hudson's trip to Hud- 
son Bay in the “Discovery,” in 1610.

Disasters To Shipping 
In Western Europe 


— The British 
buffeted 


London, England. 
Isles and western Europe, 


for almost a week by unparalleled | 


gales, had storm death list of 
perhaps 100 and a forecast of further 
terrific winds for two days more. 


An accurate estimate of deaths and | 
. damage was made impossible by dis- | 
ruption of telegraph and _ telephone | 


lines, but a Un'‘ted Press survey re- 
vealed the following known deaths: 

British Isles, 836; Netherlands, 15; 
Spain, 20; Portugal, 3; France, 2; 
Denmark, 1. Total—77. 

Tales in plenty have been told of 
brave men perishing in the angry 
waters, sometimes in view of those 
ashore, who were powerless, in the 
teeth of the elements, to render any 
assistance. 

Off the rugged coast of Devonshire, 
the 2,000-ton steamer ‘“Radyr,” be- 

] longing to Cardiff, could be seen buf- 
feted cruelly in the mountainous seas. 
The lifeboatmen of Appledore and 
Clovelly, eager to put out to the res- 
cue, were forced to realize only too 
plainly that it would merely mean 
adding their own names to the death 
roll of the doomed steamer. They 
eventually saw the “Radyr” settling 
down to her doom with no sign of sur- 


vivors on the waves. Nearly 20 men, | 


mostly from Cardiff, perished in this 
wreck alone, 

The perils of the sea have been 
brought forcibly to many house- 
holders sitting by the fireside listen- | 
ing to the radio as the gale raged out- 


ly the following message: “A t'mber 
laden ship is showing distress signals 
at 320 degrees, some 25 miles from 
Les Casquets, Jersey. The radio is 


apparently unable to transmit to this | 


ship owing to her broken mast. Any 


ships in the vicinity are asked to ren- | 


der what assistance is_ possible.” 
Nothing has since been heard from 
the vessel. Incidents such as these 
have come from all parts of the coast 
line. 

On land, too, several deaths have 
been reported as the result of trees 
and chimneys falling. The River 
Thames continues to rise. The waters 
at Maidenhead have a speed of seven 
miles an hour. Much of country in the 
upper Thames Valley has been flood- 
ed. 

The Air Ministry predicted further 
violent storms were en route. 

The high and mountainous seas 
prevented relief ships in several in- 
stances from reaching other vessels 
which had reported themselves in 
great distress hours before. The 
total of larger vessels which suffered 
from the storm exceeded 50.

MacAlpine Party Have 
Returned To Civilization 


Winnipeg.—A chapter of stirring 
adventures—the greatest in the his- 
tory of Canadian aviation—was closed 
here when three giant ’planes of the 
MacAlpine party soared in from the 
north to a perfect landing on the ice 
of the Red River, at the Brandon 
Avenue aerial base of the Western 
Canada Airways. 


Col. C. D. H. MacAlpine and his 
seven mates—rescued from the perils 
of the barren lands where they had 
been lost to all knowledge of the out- 
side world for 54 days—had returned 
to civilization, far from the treacher- 
ous snow and ice of the far-off Arctic 
shores. 

From the gateway of the north, 
The Pas, and a little mining town, 
Cranberry Portage, 50 miles distant, 
the ’planes travelled on the last flight 
of the 2,000 mile aerial trail—.a trail 
of adventure and mishap—from Catn- 
bridge Bay, site of the lonely Hud- 
son's Bay post, on Victoria Island, to 
where the MacAlpine aviator-explor- 
ers were guided by Eskimo hunters 
after weeks of wandering. 


It was a sceneof joyous welcome 
that was witnessed on the ice of the 
ancient Red River. As the Arctic-clad 
adventurers stepped from their 
‘planes, they were greeted by wives,! 
sweethearts, children and friends, as 
well as scores of well-wishers who had 
awaited the stirring moment. 

The first 'plane to soar out of the 
clear sky, carried Col. MacAlp‘ne, 
Major R. F. Baker, of St. Catherines, 
Ont., and Alex. Milne, Winnipes, 
mechanic, of the “original lost party,” 
and it also brought members of the 
Blanchet rescue patrol. It was 
piloted by Captain Charles Sutton. 
Soon another came roaring in, wiln 
Ken Dewar at the control, and some- 
time later came H. Holick-Kenyon, 
one of the northland search patrol 
aces, With his ship, to write “‘finis” 
to the weeks of adventure and hard- 
ship. 

In all, the ‘planes returned to the 
comforts of civilization 19 men, either 
members of the MacAlp'ne party or 
of the search expedition. One of 
the MacAlp’ne party remained at 
The Pas, “Don’’ Goodwin, who had 
three toes amputated, the lone cas- 
ualty of the frozen trails, while Rich- 
ard Pearce, editor of the Northern 
Miner, the first of the explorers to 
reach Winnipeg, is at his home in 
Toronto. 

Surrounded by Mrs. MacAlp'ne 
and his son, who came from Tor- 
onto for the “great day” of greeting, 
Col. MacAlpine commented on his 
adventure. He frankly declared his 
trip as “a failure’ because it had 
failed of its objective. 

“If we had succeeded and come 
back without mishap, not more than

colonel remarked. 

“The real heroes of this trip are 
the airmen of the Western Canada 
Airways who rescued us,” he de- 
clared.

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Is Vaccination 
Dangerous?

Any reputable 
doctor wll also tell you that the 
scurce of the vaccine is so unquestion- 
able in ths country, as to reduce the 
danger from vaccination to nothing.

The first essential in the work of 
obia ning vaccine is a healthy calf 
which is kept absolutely clean. It is 
placed in quarantine for a week, to 
make sure that it has no infection, 
and is then prepared for vaccination. 
It is scrubbed in a tub, even its feet, 
and then strapped on a table. Ste.ile 
cotton leggings are put on its feet 
and legs. The calf's abdomen wall is 
carefully shaved and bathed with al- 
cohol, and it is then ready for the 
vaccination. 

The method of vaccination is by a 
blunt instrument—anything that is 
clean and sterile and will not draw 
blood. Scratches that draw blood 
show the doctor that he has a faulty 
technique and must start over agan 
Mere abrasions of the skin to allow 
the vaccine to enter the system are 
ad that are necessary. 

When the vaccination is complete. 
the calf is put in a clean room, all 
by itself, and fod th milk. The 
calf’s temperatuce is taken twice e 
day, and night and day attendant: 
are stationed to see that the calf is 
kept clean and safe.

Will Retain Beef Grades On 


Trial For One Year, To Be 
Tested Out Every Month 


committee, held in Ottawa, it was de- 
cided that the grades already decided 
upon should remain on trial for a 
year, so that they might be tested out 
every month before any revision of 
them be considered. 


It was decided after very lengthy 
discussion, that packers be urged to 
grade and brand all beef falling with- 
in the specifications of the two 
grades, “choice” and “good" and that 
every effort be made to accomplish 
this object, in order that both pro- 
duction and consumpton might be 
stimulated by the display of large 
quantities of graded and branded beef 
in retail shops. There was a full at- 
tendance and R. S, Hamar, permanent , 
chairman, presided. ' 

After discussing various methods 
by which production and consump- 
tion could be stimulated, it was de- 
cided to ask the federal government 
to appoint a man to devote his whole 
time to further the interest of beef 
grading and to work up a policy for 
promoting the consumption of graded 
and branded beef, by co-operat ng 
with various bodies, These would in- 
clude provincial departments of agri- 
culture, beef grading supervisors, 
chain stores and railway executives. 

It was deemed highly necessary te | 
obta’n the interest and co-operat’on 
of housewives and various forms ot 
publicity were discussed. It was de- 
cided to ask the provincial depart~- 
ment of agriculture to organize com- 
mittees of producers and consumers 
and other bodies interested in the 
promotion of a beef grad ng program 
in their respective provinces, This 
would create a chain of workers 
across Canada, active and interested 
in the common work and ready to co- 
operate with the special promot’on 
man when appointed. No _ definite 
scheme of publicity has been ap- 
proved. | 

The decisions and _ conclusions 
reached followed a check up on how 
many cities were handling graded 
beef in greater or less quantities. 

A motion of warm appreciation of 
the work of Ross and McKenzie in or- 
gan‘zing the ‘Red Label Beef Breed- 
ers’ and Feeders’ Association” in 
Southern Alberta was passed. 

Hon. J. D. McGregor visited the 
meeting and was asked to speak on 
the work of the Canadian Beef Pro- 
ducers’ Associat’on.

Canada’s Railway Engines 


Total Of 5,670 Used In Freight and 
Passenger Service 

The 246,000 of Canada’s railway 
cars of all sorts would not be of very 
much use unless there was some mo- 
tive power to haul them. 

This brings the great puffing and 
powerful modern locomotives, pride of 
the engineers and firemen, into the 
story. 

The Canadian railways own a total 
of 5,670 engines. Of these locomotives 
1,488 are employed in the passenger 


service, 3,384 in freight haulage, 756 | 


in switching. (Forty-two engines are 
run by electric power.) 

For some reason that is not quite 
clear the number of locomotives has 
been steadily decreasing ‘since 1922. 
In that year there were 5,955 loco- 
motives in use. 

Perhaps the explanation is found 
in the fact that the number of 
freight cars has decreased by about 
8,000 since 1922. As the capacity of 
the smaller number of cars now and 
in 1922, is within a few thousand tons 
of each other, it means that the cars 
are fewer in number, but of greater 
capacity, and «therefore requiring 


| fewer engines to haul them. 


The 5,670 locomotives in use in 
1927 consumed in the year 9,840,078 
tons of fucl, at a total cost of $46,- 
586,349, or $4.73 per ton. Coal costs 
the railways less now than in 1922. 
Then the cost per ton was $6.40. 

The freight trains burned 5,352,474 
tons and the passenger trains 2,162,- 
120 tons. It may surprise readers to 
know that the 756 switching engines 
used pro-rato far more coal than the 
1,488 passenger engines—almost half 
as much again.

Ultimate Market For All Farm 
Products Being Made Possible 
| By Chemists 

Such marked advances in the util- 
ization of farm wastes have been 
made during the last few years, ac- 
cording to Dr. Henry G. Kni'ght, 
Chief of the Bureau of Chemistry 
and Soils, United States Department 
of Agriculture, that “we have hopes 
we will be able to obtain satisfac- 
tory markets for all the products of 
the farm rather than for the half or 
third now considered marketable ma- 
terial. The hope lies in more inten- 
sive reseach.” 

“For every pound of grain harvest- 
|ed and sold from one to three pounds 
of residue in the form of straw and 
stalks are left upon the farm to be 
disposed of in the best manner pos- 
sible. For every pound of seed cot- 
ton sent to the gin from one to two 
pounds of cotton stalks are left in 
the field,” he says. 

Illustrating the Increasing uses 
chemists are finding for the by- 
products of our staple crops, Dr. 
Knight cites the fact that fermenta- 
tion industries now produce from corn 
alone, products which are annually 
valued at $118,000,000, besides the 
corn starch, glucose, corn oll, and 
stock feed which add other millions 
to that figure. Even straw may now 
be converted into human food by a 
process used in Switzerland and Ger- 


| 


|many to conyert wood waste into 
| stock feed. 
Among definite results secured 


|from the application of chemistry to 
| agriculture, Dr. Knight mentions 
|the transformation of California 


|chemists from the Department of 
Agriculture, were changed from an 
; expensive waste to a highly profit- 
| able by-product of the citrus industry. 
|Cottonseed, formerly wasted and 
| thrown into the streams, he says, is 
now the basis for cottonseed cake, 
cottonseed oil, cattle feeds, or a total 
| of thirty products the price for which 
jis reflected in a higher value for the 
|farmers’.cotton. Sugar-cane bagasse, 
{which until a few years ago was 
{burned under the boilers of the sugar 
mills, is now made into insulating ma- 
| terial for refr'gerators and other uses

Active research looking to utiliza- 
tion of such by-products of the 
|farm as cornstalks, straw, peanut 
hulls, lignin, and surplus sweet po- 
tatoes, is now carried on by the Bu- 
|reau of Chem'stry and Soils, which 
| Doctor Knight d‘rects.

Recommends Establishment of 
Airports Across the Dominion 


| Airports should be established 

across the Domnion from coast to 
coast, providing for an air trans- 
;portation artery, according to the 
aviation committee of the Canadian 
Chamber of Commerce, which goes on 
to report the opinion of the comm ttee 
that air transportation should be de- 
veloped in co-operation with railways 
;and steamship lines rather than in 
competition with these present meth- 
ods of transportation. Carelessness 
,and stunt fly ng should be discouraged 
in civil aviation according to tho 
| opinion expressed. 

The following points are 
by the comniittee: 

That the establishment should be 
effected of a main chain of airports 
across Canada from coast to coast. 
That certa'n of these should be pro- 
vided by the Dominion Government 
for its requirements and the others 
partly by municipalities and partly 
by private enterprise as may be found 
locally desirable. This chain would 
thus provide for the necessary man 
artery of air transportation across 
Canada for all forms of commercial 
aviation. 

That the main airports be under 
the control of governments or munici- 
pal agencies and that airports of 
all kinds be under the strict super- 
vision of Government regulations 
‘with standard equipment to secure 
uniformity, convenience and safety. 

That at certain points encourage- 

ment and assistance should be given 
for establishing branch routes both 
north and south and for a‘r route 
; networks, to bring into connection the 
| Various regions which can economic- 
| any be served by air. 
That air transportation should be 
;developed and operated as an ad- 
junct to our existing rail and water 
| transportation systems and in co- 
operation with them as far as pos- 
| sible, rather than in competition. 

That every encouagement should be 
given to Canadian enterprise to estab- 
lish and operate our commercial avia- 
tion systems, controlled by Canadians 
|and manned by Canadian personnel, 
jin the same manner as our other 
| Canadian transportation systems, 

; ‘That mun'‘cipalities should, in as 
;far as possible, provide their own 
| airports and landing-fields, adequate- 
\ly equipped at their own expense, in 
|order to concentrate air transporta- 
tion at one place for the convenience 
| of the public and so as to maintain it 
}under a single local authority. 

That as commercial aviation de- 
| velops, government agencies should 
|refrain from encroaching on the 
jlegit'mate field of the private com- 
|mercial agencies developing and con- 
‘ducting air transportation and in 
this way stimulate rather than cur- 
| tail enterprise in this new field. 

That the Government be assisted in 
every way to enforce supervision and 
regulations locking toward conveni- 
'ence and safety of air travel and that 
all forms of risk taking, of careless- 
ness and “stunt flying’’ he discourag- 
ed in civil aviation. 

That the industries connected with 
| the bus'ness of aviation both in ap- 
paratus and operation, be in every 
way encouraged as Canadian enter- 
| pises, look‘ng forward to the time 
}when our aviation requirements will 
be manufactured in our own country. 

That encouragement should also be 
given by the business men and tho 
people of the country generally, to the 
formation of flying clubs and to the 
/pract'ce of aviation (through the 
Aviation League and other means), so 
that as a country, we wll acquire air 
dexterity and gain an advantageous 
position in this form of transporta- 
| tion.

Byrd Making History : 


First Man To Fly Over North and 
South Poles 


The New York Times, the St. Louis 
Post-Despatch and newspapers affill- 
ated with them, in publishing reports 
from Commander Richard BH. Byrd's 
expedition, announce that Commander 
Byrd had safely returned to his base, 
Little America, after a successful 
flight across the South Pole, in which 
he surveyed much adjacent territory. 

Commander Byrd's flight across the 
South Pole has made him the first 
man in history to fly across both the 
earth's poles. 

In May, 1926, in the tri-motored 
aeroplane, the “Josephine Ford,” 
Commander Byrd flew from King’s 
Bay, Spitzbergen, across the North 
Pole and returned. 

That springtime flight required a 
total of 15 hours and 80 minutes and 
the round trip covered 1,600 miles. 
In addition to being the first to fly 
across the North Pole, Byrd was 
also the first man to fly over it in 
a heavier than air machine. On 
that historic filght, his pilot was 
Floyd Bennett, who died April 25, 
1928, while attempting to rescue the 
crew of the trans-Atlantic ‘plane 
“Bremen” on Greenley Island. Ben- 
nett was second in command of the 
Byrd Antarctic expedition and had 
intended to accompany the com- 
mander on the trip. 

The flight across the South Pole, 
was the first attempt he had made to 
fly to the pole, although previously he 
had used aeroplanes in flights from 
his base at Little America in laying 
sub-bases on the route to the pole and 
in exploration trips. 

He was the third man to reath the 
South Pole. The first was Roald 
Amundsen, a Norwegian, who reached 
it December 14, 1911. A few days 
later he was followed by Captain 
Robert F. Scott, British explorer. 
Both of them used overland methods 
of travel.
